"The papers published in Mexico 
rity in the Rngllsh language, and 
supposed to he (ontroiied by Amer- 
iiaiis are lukewarm in asserting the 
riL'hts of American citizens, either 
through fear of the Federal author- 
ities or the populace. I am flrmly 
convinced that the entire press of 
Mexico, Spaniah and Amerlcaa. la 
aubsidised by the National Oovern- 
ment. 

"It is a iiotoiloiiR fait that in<iin- 
vi'les are heaped upon American 
ritbens in Mexico that the diplo- 
matic representatlvee of Great Brit- 
ain, Oermany, France, Japan and 
other Powera would not stand for 
one minute. Our diplomatic repre- 
pentntives do not demand nfir re- 
relve the treatment of our citizens 
to which I'lev lire eiilitleil. W'llile 
President Taft was telling the coun- 
trv in his message of the cordial re- 
lations existing between this coun- 
trv and Mexico, dtitens of the Unit- 
ed States were being Insulted and 
pubjected to Indignities that. had they 
l)een Kngllshmen or i;"i nians. would 
liave caused those (loveriniii'iita to 
deniand (|iil< k satisfaction of Presl- 
4ient Diaz. It is a national shame 
that our people are treated aa they 
are '.n Mexico. 

"While dispatches to the press of 
this country show that the revolu- 
tionary forces are gaining in power 
• ver ilie Diaz army, the real situa- 
tion is tiot disclosed. Since the rev- 
tilutioiiarv army started its tight 
against DIas rule it haa grown in 
strength and Influence until to-day 
It is master of the situation and la 
destined to win in its fight for a 
government l)v the people. It la a 
well known fact that Diaz's army, 
rumeriiallv ;!p,ii(im all told, U com- 
posed largely of convicts, without a 
apark of patriotlam for the cause for 
which they are supposed to flght. 

"Dial's soldiers are In sympathy 
wHh the revolutionists, and are de- 
serting to the standard of the rebels 
In larKe nnml)ers.

Johnaton received 
the aad newa that Oen. Pendleton 
with his entire army had aurrender- 
ed. So next morning we started on 
the niar'-h back to .Tackson and the 
2d dav's march we arrived back in 
our old camp. Soon we went into 
the ditchea to be ready for Orant, 
who was advancing. Next day 
Grant's skirmish line made its ap- 
))earance. Our regiment was on 
the left and was moved to different 
points on the line where most need- 
ed. Cen Crant nindo hut two as- 
saults. MeluK repulsed, he t)e8ieKed 
the city and nothing but skirmish- 
ing was done for about Ave days, 
when Johnston, sssing ho could hold 
out no longer against such great 
odds, retreated across Pearl river. 
The Ornhan Itripade covered the re- 
treat and the 9th Ky. were the last 
troops to leave that city.

SIxty-flve years ago Zachary Tay- 
lor waa on the Texas border with a 
commaBd of t,l09 regulara. It waa 
called "aa army of obaarratlos." 
Tha present exhibition of militarism 
is olBrially described as n "maneu- 
ver." Taylor's observations were so 
Intimate that In the course nf time 
he came Into conflict with the .Mexi- 
cans, and thus began a war, the mo- 
tiraa of which, whatavar their ad- 
vaatagaa to dvllliatlOB, baya had 
taw datandara. 

In t*<nt case, s« tn this, the people 
were kept in l^^norance or misin- 
formed as to the nature of the pro- 
ceerilnps. There were no railioads 
or telegraph s In the far Weat. Mex- 
ico itaalf than, as now, waa » aaalad 
book. Nohody on althar atda 9Cr.(ka 
lire Irnew exactly what waa gotag 
on, hut susnloinn In thlB country 
rested upon the slave power, which 
was as pppresplve as the money pow- 
er and the Jingoes appear to be at 
thia momant. 

Considering tba dlfllealtlaa of 
transporutlon and eomnttnlcatlon, 
the Americans made what waa for 
them a record after Taylor's first 
bloodshed. They marched, drifted 
down rivers and sailed on the gulf 
thousands of miles to tha osanr'a 
country, and, in about a yaar, had 
two Importaat armlaa on tha ground. 
Bcott racalvad ordara la Novambar, 
1846, to proceed with all hasta to 
Vera Crui. He landed In March, 
1 847, and began his victorious prog- 
ress toward the capital. Probably 
we could repeat the achievement 
now in a fortnight.
